Oo Friday a resolution was Intro- 


duced and adopted. to appoint a com- 
mittee of three, with the chairman, 
to advertise for plans and specifica- 
tions for a new Jail and sheriff's resi- 
dence, and also for bids to construct 
the same, to be submitted at the neit 
meeting. Three members will also be 
appointed annually hereafter, who 
shall meet on Wednesday preceding 
the annual meeting of the Board for 
the purpose of settling with the 
county officers, thereby materially 
shortening the regular session and 
dispatching business. 


A resolution to appoint a committee 


on insane was adopted on Saturday. 
This committee shall visit the state 
institutions for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the number of non-resident 
patients this county has been paying 
for, and to have the monies thus 
paid refunded to Portage county, and 
to see that they are charged to the 
counties or state to which they belong 
thereafter. Further, they shall ascer- 
tain where patients are able to pay 
for their own "support, or have rela- 
tives who can • support them, 
and 


reter these matters to the district 
attorney. 


On Friday the special committee 


on the Lieberthal default case, re- 
ported recommending that the sum of 
$50.00 be appropriated to th«. district 
attorney to pay expenses in prosecu- 
ting the bondsmen, unless the judg- 
ment of $450 be satisfied within thirty 
days. Lieberthal, charged with col- 
lecting money and converting it to 
his own use, forfeited his bond one 
year ago when the case was called for 
trial. 
Wm. Loftis, Michael Riley, 


Peter Hanley, Henry Blair, John Hop- 
kins, Jas. Dougherty and twenty-six 
other residents of Lanark protested 
against a new road between sections 
29 and 30 for the reason that there is 
a road on the west side of section line, 
which has been in existence for 21 
years, and the laying out of a- new 
road would require extra and un- 
necessary expense. This matter was 
referred to R. J. Lien, chairman of 
the committee on roads and bridges. 


The town of Stockton 
will be 


divided, or in fact it will again cover 
practically the same, territory that it 
did previous to several years ago. 
The matter ot division was decided 
by the Board, Friday forenoon, the 
committee or county organization, J. 
S. Cowan, P. II. Sullivan, S. G. H. 
Crocker, John Petarski and Chris. 
Marchel, reporting in favor of the 
same, and their recommendation was 
adopted. The south one-half of town- 
ship 24 north, range 9 east will be 
detached and attached to" Sharon, 
while sections 1, J2, 13, 20, 25 and 36 
will be detached from Amherst and 
attached to Stockton, for all purposes, 
the change to take effect April 1st, 
1896. This will place Stockton and 
Ouster stations in the town of Sharon, 
both being just north of the town- 
ship line, and Arnott will be the 
only remaining station or village in 
the town. 


Yesterday the committee on equal- 


ization made their report to the 
board, but it did not seem* to please 
all of the members, there being nine 
votes against accepting. These came 
from Supervisors Spraggon, Wallace, 
Vaughn, Lukaszevig and Bedfleld, of 
the city, Marschel of Hull, Dake of 
Linwood, Laugblin of Stockton, and 
Worzella of Stevens Point. 
The 


total valuation of all real and personal 
property in the county was reduced 
from $3,743,404.12 in 1894, to $3,644,- 
145.50 at the present time, a total 
reduction of $99,258.62. While this 
reduction was divided up between the 
city and some of the towns, there is 
an increase in others, and the report 
was consequently not satisfactory to 
all. 


Amherst presented a bill of $108.00 


for feeding tramps during the past 
year, and Carson came in with a claim 
of $22.63 for a like purpose. 
The 


committee on claims, however, re-. 
ported that such bills are not a legal 
charge against the county, that the 
county does not pay for the board of 
tramps, and both claims were there- 
upon disallowed. 


The Board adjourned for the year 


at about three o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon, but before doing so rescinded a 
previous action in wbicn some §4,000 
were to be appropriated for building 
bridges and making roads in a num- 
ber of the towns of the county. 
Among these was a resolution to im- 
prove the Jordon road, by which the 
city was to provide $200 and the town 
of Hull and the county at large a sim- 
ilar amount each. 
This much needed 


improvement met death with the bal- 
ance of the collection. 
The commit- 


tee on ways and means reported the 
tax levy for the year 1895 as follows :

nesses were examined to prove the 
general reputation of the women, and 
the opinion was that their character 
was bad, very bad. . The mother, who 
is a woman ahout 40 years of age, was 
then bound over for trial before the 
circuit court in Bonds of $500, in 
default of which she was remanded 
to jail. The evidence against her for 
keeping an immoral house is sufficient- 
ly strong to send her to Waupun, and 
she may decide to plead guilty, there- 
by lessening her punishment. 
The 


girls were fined $25.00 and costs, or 
60 days in the county jail, and not 
having the wherewith, they will no 
doubt board at the expense of the 
county tor the above period.

Negotiations relative to a 


settlement with the depositors and 
stockholders have not yet been aban- 
doned, and we understand it is not 
improbable that a satisfactory adjust- 
ment will be made. 


Land, Money and Potatoes. 


Real estate men say there is an 


unusual demand for money among the 
farmers of this and neighboring coun- 
ties during tbe present season, and 
they are paying a higher rate of in- 
terest than they have in several years, 
10 per cent, in many instances. 
At 


the same time money is scarce, the 
demand being greater than the supply. 
Considerable of the land in Portage 
county, over one-half so it is claimed, 
has been transferred on tax titles, and 
although mostly held by the present 
occupants on warranty deeds, capita- 
lists from outside the state have a 
dread of loaning money on that kind 
of security, the laws in other states 
being less lavorable to those who hold 
land which had ever been secured by 
tax deed. This fact has a tendency 
to make it more difficult to borrow 
money and to make interest higher. 
Then again our farmers went into 
the potato raising business more 
extensively last spring than ever, and 
farmers throughout the country where 
potatoes had never been raised before, 
seem to have taken tbe fever at the 
same time. The total acreage was 
several tiroes as large as ever before, 
tbe crop was good, and as a con- 
sequence the supply is much greater 
than the demand, ana prices are 
down to little or nothing. 
The 


potato belt, including Portage county, 
Is a great sufferer, and many of our 
farmers are compelled to borrow that 
interest may be met and other debts 
paid. 
"The 
agricultural 
papers 


throughout the country arc responsi- 
ble for the over-production of pota- 
toes this year," said a gentleman the 
other day, "as they, with wonderful 
tenacity, kept urging the farmers to 
engage in potato raising, and every- 
one of them took the advice at the 
same time."

SAVED MANY LIVES. 


WM a H«ro in HU Day, But i» Vow 


Broken -Down in Health Mid an 


OhJ*ot of Charity. 


Every one of the old boys who ran 


the Wisconse for twenty or thirty 
rears previous to the time that the 
great iron horse penetrated the pin- 
eries, will remember Gus. La Vigne-— 
honest, sturdy, bluff Gus. La Vigne, a 
man who knew no fear, who would 
risk his own life to save another, and 
one of the best river pilots that ever 
guided a raft over Little Bull falls or 
through the narrows along the raging 
Dalles. Well, Gus. is not the power- 
ful fellow he used to be, but outside 
of being nearly deaf and quite badly 
crippled from rheumatism, Is In pretty 
fair health for a man of seventy-five 
years. 
He was born In Green Bay in 


1820, and first saw the site of what 
Is now the prosperous city of Stevens 
Point, in 1844. 
Those living at the 


present time who came here before he 
did, as far as he can remember, were 
A. B. Gilchrlst, of this city, and John 
Eckles, of Plover. 
Ever since 1844 


La Vigne has made the Wisconsin 
river valley his home, most of the 
time at Grand Rapids. 
As his name 


would Indicate, he Is ot French des- 
cent, and was never married. 
He is 


a brother of Bat. La V igne, who car- 
ried mall on his back in the early days 
of the present century between Chica- 
go and ..Green Bay and Chicago and 
Portage, and about whom much has 
been written of late years. Bat. was 
15 years older than Gus. 


The subject of this sketch has been 


in the city much of tbe time this fall, 
is a tall, odd character, and a subject' 
of charity to a groat extent, being un- 
able to work and without a dollar. 
His pioneer and river experiences 
would make an interesting volume,and 
to use his own words, he has been In all 
kinds of scrapes. 
About his rough- 


est experience was In running over 
Big Bull falls, when in company with 
Bill WIggenton, who was afterwards 
killed In a hurricane in the southern 
part of this county, he had a narrow 
escape from drowning. 
Wiggcnton 


was known as Kentucky Bill, and the 
other two men were what were termed 
"suckers," or green hands at the work. 
Tbe raft struck a large rock or small 
Island below the falls, throwing La 
Vigne, who was "a powerful swimmer, 
and one of the other men Into the rag- 
ing torrent. 
The battle for life had 


to be fought both swiftly and stub- 
bornly, and La Vigne not only saved 
himself but the other man as well, 
by swimming to the opposite shore. 
It was now getting along toward 
night, a cold spring night, and the 
men on the island, being thinly clad, 
wore In danger of freezing. 
They had 


no matches with which to build A fire, 
and the only way for those on shore to 
render assistance to the unfortunate 
men was by lighting sticks of wood 
and throwing them. The distance be- 
tween the shore and rock or Island 
was great, and fully 200 torches were 
thrown before La Vigne appeared on 
the scene. None of these bad reached 
the dunlrcd place, but that thrown by 
La Vigne struck the raft or rock, was 
quickly caught by Kentucky Bill, who 
signaled back that all was well, and 
a fire which was soon kindled from 
broken pieces of boards, indicated that 
the men were safe from freezing for 
that night. WIggenton had borrowed 
an immense plug of tobacco, weighln? 
about a pound, from La Vigne that 
afternoon, and thu latter says he 
chewed It all up before morning. 


On another occasion he took two 


men off from the "Right Horn," at 
Grand Rapids, In the night, where 
they were left on a crib of lumber. 
The undertaking was a perilous one, 
and especially in a canoe, where the 
least mistake would send the occu- 
pants into the river. 
La Vigne 


reached the men all right, but they 
were so thoroughly scared that he had 
to pull them Into the canoe. On the 
way to shore La Vigne broke his pad- 
dle, but by almost superhuman efforts 
he came out bciow the right head 
of "Grand Chute," and all were saved. 
One of these men had previously of- 
fered $50.00 If anyone would have him. 
Ills name was Campbell, and was met 
by his rescuer ton or fifteen years later, 
at which time he was the city marshal 
of Dubuque. 
La Vigne was Riven the 


keys of the town, attached to a gold 
chain, set with diamonds, and all of 
his companions were provided with 
police protection, free of charge.

03]lent S-v!hS watch, whilo I had one of 
another inake. liy mutual content at one 
tlmo wu ?xehangud watches, and though 
they had gone all right before they changed 
their gfilt entirely, mine running five 
minutes ahead In a couple of days and his 
running five minutes behind. There was 
ten minutes' difference in our tempera- 
ments. But that U nothing compared to 
the difference between Homo people. Some- 
times a wutoh that will run well on one 
man will not go with another, and there 
ore some people who cannot get a watch 
that will run on them at all. 


"I remember a good many years ago I 


had a man come to my place with an old 
fashioned English lever silver watch to bo 
repaired. I had some very nice gold 
watches In stock at tho time, and as ho 
looked woll off I tried to sell him one, but 
he laughed and said If nny of the gold 
watchoK I had in the store would run 94 
hours in his pocket he would give me twice 
what I asked for It. Ho said ho had tried 
all sorts of gold watches and had never 
been ablo to get one that would run while 
lie had It. 
Ho had experimented with his 


brother's watch only a little while before, 
ho said, and it cost him $3,50 to have it 
demagnetized after ho had carried it In his 
pocket two days. 
Mofat silver watches 


acted the same way with him, but the old 
English watch ho was carrying had a dou- 
ble Inside case to It and worked fairly 
well. 


"I've never been able to tell whether tho 


average watch will run faster when It is 
In Its owner's possession or not.

material us It doos a perfect fusion of orl- 
ential with occidental ideas, writes F. 
Schuylor Mathows in detailing and Illus- 
trating "A Japanese Room," In Tho La- 
dles' Homo Journal. 
A lot of Japanese 


tilings will not mako tho room they occupy 
Japanese. Its whole arrangement and 
character must undergo a complete change. 
For Instance, a chair is a tiling quite for- 
eign to tho oriental idea of a seat. There 
aro no chairs in Japan. 
Divan and stool 


aro both oriental and conform with our 
Ideas of comfortable, seats. Indeed, they 
often prove quite as luxurious as tho con- 
ventional American rocking chair. 


Whatever Is Japanese that will adapt It- 


self to the requirements of our American 
civilization we may apply to our needs In 
tho furnishing of such a room. I do not 
think that a plentiful supply of fans, lan- 
terns, vases, umbrellas and screens will 
properly moot thoso requirements. A room 
furnished in good taste must not look liko 
a museum. Tho Japanese room should 
look liko ono wo might see in u house in 
Tokyo, tho character of tho furnishings of 
which Is marked by plainness and entire 
simplicity. Tho loss furniture wo have In 
tho room tho nearer Japanese it will bo. 
Some of us will think that because Japa- 
nese rooms look bare the condition is pure- 
ly a matter of Japanese expediency or cus- 
tom not worth notice If a Japanese room 
does appear bare, it at least escapes every 
hint of vulgarity. A table, two spacious 
divans, two or three cushioned stools, a 
cabinet, a vase stand, a window seat ami a 
chest of drawers aro all Unit are requisite 
for the complete furnishing of tho room n 
la Japanese.

NORDAU'S ERRORS. 


Lombroto T«IU Where the Author of "De- 


generation" Goe» Artntjr. 


Even though starting from a new and 


just position, Norduu has gone astray. 


Convinced of tho scope of the new psy- 


chiatric weapon which he bud in his bands, 
ho bus so far overshot tho mark as to im- 
pair the effect of his purpose. More alien- 
ist than the alienists, he no sooner finds a 
neurotic or moddish author than he thinks 
his work Itself can bo demolished. 
Thus, 


after having demonstrated by a very sub- 
tle analysis that in Wagner the philosophic 
ideas concerning life are contradictory or 
archaic—such as the idea of tho struggle 
between the flesh and tho soul or between 
tho spirit and the senses—he concludes 
that Wagner was therefore crazy aud not 
a genius. Likewise, because of Tolstoi's 
mysticism or his destructive ideas on love 
and science, he deems Tolstoi insane and 
his books nonsense. 


But probably all geniuses have the ec- 


centricities and even the delirious ideas 
which ho notices In Tolstoi, Wagnor and 
Ibsen. Tho last chapter of Goethe's "Wll- 
hclm Melster" is moro incomprehensible 
and extravagant than tho Ideas of Tolstoi, 
while Ualzao's scientific opinions and his 
Innumerable fluids would find mates in 
tho literature of insane asylums. To dem- 
onstrate that geniuses aro insane Is not 
dillicult, because, as I and others before 
me h.ivo shown, gonins is a form of degen- 
cr.itno neurosis. Certainly Polctevin.Mal- 
l.irmo nnd Ghil aro degenerates and oven 
niiittoids. Tolstoi, Wagner and Swinburne 
may bo mad or degenerate, but in addition 
to tho qualities just named, and which be- 
Icin^ to the ordinary insane, they have 
jjeiiiiis. 
Tliis Is what Nordau lias too fre- 


quently forgotten. 
Degeneration, for ono 


\\ lio follows my theories instead of destroy- 
ing, fortified tho diagonsis which proves 
them to bo geniuses and enlarges its range, 
because only tho mediocre have not mad- 
dish forms, for tho very reason that they 
lack fecund originality, which Is the basis 
of genius. 


The man of genius is a man who doos 


better than his contemporaries and in a 
different way. He is thoroforo an abnormal 
being, an exception. He is different from 
his environment. He is not completely 
sano as to his intellect. Ho has many phys- 
iological and psychological blemishes. He 
is ufllictod either by tho delirium of perse- 
cution, or by megalomania, or by religious 
delirium, more often psychic epilepsy.— 
Nordciu's "Degeneration; Its Value and 
Its Errors,'' by Cesaro Lombroso, in Cen- 
tury.

In 1833 Pruiich socloty watt much Inter- 


ested by the reapucaruncu of tho Cum to do 
St. Hclouo, a wealthy and agiveablw youug 
man of high family, whoxu doath in Spain 
had U»n reported two yours bufore. Ha 
had nut the least trouble in proving hit 
identity, for every one recognized him, tho 
royal family Included. For form'* fake, 
h« pruducod hi* paper*, which were quite 
correct. The king, delighted, gave him "a 
step," and whoa ho rojoiticil his regiment 
officers and inun recognized hint unani- 
mously. Wo flnd no mention of the comto'» 
relatives, hut it must be supposed that 
they did not object. 
For two years hi< cu- 


joyod himself mightily. At the end of 
that time, when parading with his squad- 
ron at some court ceruiuoiiy, a drunken 
loafer greeted thu brilliant cuptnln.voolfor- 
ously as "Ami Cogmml." Ho would not 
be slloncod aud tho police arrostod htm. 
On recovering his senses he periilstod that 
the Comte do St. Holono was his old com- 
rade of the hulk*. In brief, so it proved. 
After a sensational trial tho hero was con- 
demned to tho galleys for life and died at 
Toulon 16 years Inter. But such impos- 
tures are moan beside tho grand school of 
antiquity. Head tho amazing taloof Alex- 
ander tho Paphlngonlan, or that of Pero- 
grinus, which Christian antiquarians hava 
not ceased to discuss — both told with spirit 
inimitable by Luclan. Tho career of tho 
Com to do St. Gornmln is mysteriously In- 
teresting even yet. It is riot to bo hoped 
that tho world will see again such a won- 
drous humbug ns George Psalnmnosor, 
who actually Invented a language and 
grammar to support his fictitious adven- 
tures iu Formosa. Tho talent could bo 
found no doubt and the impudence, but 
scieuco would nip the enterprise in tho bud. 


A name of evil celebrity among biblio- 


philes is that of Joan Ayuion. Ho was a 
very ablo man, of course, a flue scholar and 
In onrly years perhaps a devout Boman 
Catholic. 
Popo Innocent XI nmdo him a 


prothonotary — one of thoso offices of which 
tho title is a household word to most of us, 
but comprehended by few. In tho height 
of his favor, for reason unknown — probu- 
bly unedifylng — Aymon fled to Switzer- 
land and became a Protestant. Thoro also 
ho made an excellent position — deserted It 
and went to Holland. 
A rich and pious 


widow fell ID love with him, his eloquent 
preaching charmed tho Dutch, and for 
some years wealth and fashion kept him 
quiet. Suddenly ho declared his Intention 
of visiting Constantinople upon mysteri- 
ous business which would bring great ad- 
vantage to the Christian faith. 
When his 


admiring friends left him, however, he 
went to Paris. There this extraordinary 
man presented himself to M. Clement, 
keeper of the Bibliotheque do Hot, pro- 
fessing such remorse for his apostasy that 
Clement was persuaded to Introduce him 
to tho cardinal archbishop of Paris. That 
dignitary, overjoyed to recover such a 
precious soul, enjoined a pious "retreat" 
for six mouths, but he allowed Aymon to 
pass the time in the royal library. 


Before the sis months expired, however, 


he was back In Holland with a number of 
luge and heavy boxes, and there in no 
long time he announced the publication of 
various works profoundly interesting to 
scholars aud theologians. Among thorn 
was to be a transcript of the proceedings 
of the last council at. Jerusalem, of which 
the only manuscript known lay In tho 
Blblothequo du Hoi. The hapless Clement 
saw this advertisement anil rushed to his 
shelves. His manuscript was gone ! There 
was no catalogue of tho library. What 
Aymon took will never bo known. But 
ho had foraged at will among tho unique 
and pricoleHB treasures which wore tho 
glory of tho collection, fourteen sheets 
even had ho torn from tho Biblo of St. 
Denys itself— tlieso wore recovered from 
tho Baron von Stocks years afterward — 88 
shoots from tho seventh century manu- 
script of tho Pauline epistles. Enrl Mid- 
dloton returned 84 of them In tho end. 
Tho last has never been heard of. Volumes 
of secret dispatches, confidential letters 
from popes and kings, antique manu- 
scripts and records — the sagacious and 
erudite Aymon had patiently overhauled 
the lot and appropriated the most valuable. 


For a century tho officials of tho bibllo- 


thequo, supported by tho government, 
were negotiating, Intriguing and threaten- 
ing to recover such lost treasures as they 
could identify from tho persons to whom 
he had sold them. 
Tho thief meanwhile 


lived In high consideration at Amsterdam 
and dlod In tho odor of sanctity. 
The 


Dutch government would not ho persuaded 
nor coerced to proceed against him and his 
congregation never lost faith. 


An instance of another sort well worth 


recalling Is told In tho "Annals of Lord 
Elgin's Mission to China." Some weeks 
after the taking of Canton native mer- 
chants brought a proclamation to his lord- 
ship asking whether it were authorized. 
Tho document was most imposing, printed 
on official paper, signed and countersigned 
and sealed. It read, in Chinese: "WhorcnH, 
tho British Hoot is now stationed from 
Shakok to Shakinum, it is hereby ordered 
thnfc, In return for protection against law- 
less persons who would cut grain without 
authority, 2 mace per aero shall bo paid 
into tho British office at Nlng-1-Tong (tho 
hall of peace and patriotism), at Nutong, to 
which all cultivators nro directed to repair 
on Oct. 80, or tho two following days, with 
money in hand." On duo payment they 
would receive a license under suul, "which 
will bo recognized all over the earth." Any 
cultivator who presumed to cut his grain 
without such license would bo sclzod forth- 
with "by tho vessels of the Ning-1-Tong of 
Great Britain," and carried to tho said 
hall, there to l>o punlshod for contempt 
and t« lose tho whole of his property with- 
out a moment's delay, their papers vised 
and indorsed. 
Tho proclamation, in fact, 


was a masterpiece of businesslike drafting. 


It did not coma to tho knowledge of tho 


British authorities until Nov. 1, and for 
two days money hod been pouring into 
tho hall of pence and patriotism. 
Whoa

The work proved too severe for his 


strength, however, and they removed to 
Los Angeles, where for five years Mrs. 
Graham teuderly nursed her husband 
and taught school. About this time, 
too, the literary possibilities of Cali- 
fornia impressed her, and two of her 
stories—"Brjce" and "Colonel Bob 
Jarvis"—were published iu the San 
Francisco Argonaut and were very fa- 
vorably received. Her husband's real 
estate ventures proved successful, but 
his health steadily failed, and she de- 
voted her entire time to caring for him, 
until death closed his eyes in 1800. 


She spent two years winding up the 


complicated affairs of his estate, and 
then again turned her attention to liter- 
ature. "The Withrow Water Right" 
was promptly accepted by The Atlantic 
Monthly and "Toby" made on immedi- 
ate hit with The Century. When the 
tales were published and issued later in 
a volume they received a most hearty 
reception from the critics and the read- 
ing public.

MIw WIHard1* Old Borne to Ho k Retreat 


For W. C. T. U. Veteran*. 


One of the favorite air castles of Miss 


Frances E. Willurd, the world famous 
worker in the cause of temperance, is 
about to take tangible form on earth. 
She has long desired that her old home, 
Forest Home, In Janesville, Wis., should 
become a national place of retirement 
for deserving veteran members of the 


FOREST HOJrt. 


Women's Christian Temperance onion, 
and Chicago temperance workers are 
now bard at work to accomplish the 
coveted result. Forest Home farm is a 
beautiful spot, and comprises 289 acres 
of laud, 50 of which are to be devoted 
forever to the uses of the proposed home, 
providing the scheme is carried out to a 
successful ending. 


Those GO acres immediately surround 


Forest Homo, where Miss Willard passed 
13 years of her life— 13 "beautiful 
years, "as she terms them. Near tho 
substantial brick house the lawn is well 
cared for and dotted with numerous 
trees, the shade of which is most grate- 
ful iu summer. 
The remaining 189 


acres, according to A. S. Maxhom of 
Chicago, the originator of the project, 
are to be cut up into about 725 building 
lots, 50 foot front by 150 foot deep, and 
are to bo placed on the market under a 
strict prohibition agreement and at a 
reasonable valuation. When 200 of thetio 
lots are sold, the CO acres will be 
deeded to tho National W. C. T. U. for 
all time, to be used exclusively as n homo 
for the workers of the union who have 
fought a good fight "for God and home 
and native land." 


The officern of the union have offered 


to accept the home and its site under 
these conditions, aud there seem excel- 
lent grounds for belief that the thou- 
sands of friends of the order will pur- 
chase the 200 lots and make possible the 
proposed "Best Home," an tho institu- 
tion is to be called. Miss WilJard is in 
thorough sympathy with the project, 
and will doubtless be one of the hap- 
piest women in the United States when 
Forest Home farm is the property of the 
W. C. T. U. Since fher family owned 
the farm it has several times changed 
hands.

Hull wa* the head of 
the draft, and the citizen* looked to him 
tor the protection of their interest*. 


Among th« price winners on that hi* 


torioal oooanlon wa* a machinist'* appren- 
tice named Burn*, who wait the *ole sup- 
port of hl« widowed mother, Mr*. John 
Burn*, whose humble homo was In Wash- 
ington street, between Proston and Jack- 
win. When young Burns' name was pulled 
from tho wheel, a military guard wa* 
sent to tho shop for him, and he wa* 
marched Instantor to the barracks, where 
bin lutlr wan clipped and a suit of blue 
wa* placed at his disposal. In lass than 
two hour* after bin arrival ho was a full 
fledged member of tho One Hundred and 
Fourth Kentucky infantry and ready to 
meet the enemy. 


Mrs. Burns, the boy's mother, was a 


•mall woman, of wiry frame and having 
but recently lost her husband, waa almost 
detracted by her boy being snatched from 
her, but being plucky In the extreme ahe 
determined to visit Washington and try to 
hood off the heartless Kentucky authori- 
ties. Some of her church people and neigh- 
bor* contributed and quickly had round 
trip ticket* and a few dollar* In her puree. 
Then away she went aud at a time when 
It wa* worth Ufa to start from home to 
any part of tho United States. 


Arriving at Washington, the game little 


woman elbowed herself through the big 
crowd of soldiers in tho depot. Then by 
a system of Inquiries sho footed her way 
to the White House. In the yard there she 
met a domestic, to whom she told her sto- 
ry, and tho latter in turn told it to Mrs. 
Lincoln. Thou sho quietly called tho groat 
president to her little blue room, where 
she told about Mrs. Burns of Louisville, 
who was tboit waiting iu the near hallway 
to hour tho fate of hor sou, who was then 
a soldier in tho One Hundred and Fourth. 


Mr. Lincoln sent for Mrs. Burnj to 


come before him, and she was soon in his 
presence, with hor eyes showing every evi- 
dence of grief. Sho simply told the truth, 
as abovo—that hor sou was hor only possi- 
ble support and she had come to ask him 
to cause his release from the army. 


"Why, certainly, madam," Raid the big 


hearted Lincoln. "No mother shall suffer 
the anguish you aro now undergoing as 
long as my pen can inako the stroke to re- 
lieve hor. Be seated and wait an hour. 
Then you can return homo happy, I hope." 


Mr. Lincoln then turned, and as he 


passed through a door lending to tho 
breakfast room ho d I root oil that she be 
dined at broukfast with tho second ludios 
of tho White House, and, sure enough, In 
an hour afterward Mrs. Burns was ready 
to leave Washington with an order In her 
pocket for hor son's release from the Unit- 
ed Slates army, not to be interfered with 
again during the war by either Kentucky 
or United States authorities.—Louisville 
font. 


A NICARAGUAN HEROINE. 


How a Soldier** Daughter Defeated Cap- 


tain NelMMi'c Force*. 


It Is well known that Lord Nelson, tho 


horo of Trafalgar, had but one eye, and it 
is commonly supposed that ho lost it in 
the ordinary fortunes of war. 
Such, how- 


ever, 1s not tho truth, if the story current 
in Nicaragua may bo bollovod. In 1780 
England sent out an expedition to enforce 
her claims to certain lands adjoining the 
isthmus. Tho point of attack wa* Fort 
San Curios at San Juan dol Norto. Two 
hundred sailors and marine* under the 
leadership of Captain Nulnon wore landed. 
Tho cowardly garrison of Spanish soldiers 
deserted tho commandant, but he refused 
to leave. His daughtar, Donna Itafaela 
Mora, a girl of IB, rumalnod by his side 
and determined to do all sho could for her 
father and for hor country. Sho took up 
hor position behind uu embrasure, seized 
a gun and whou tho party advanced flred 
directly at their leader. Ho fell, his eye 
piorcod by a bullet. His followers wore 
instantly thrown into confusion and the 
garrison, seeing their opportunity and In- 
spired by this young heroine, returned to 
their duty and succeeded In driving the 
English forces back to their boats. 


Donna Hafaolu Mora was decorated by 


the king of Spain, commissioned a colonel 
In tho roynl service and pensioned for life. 


Nelson's biographers moroly state that 


ho was ropulsod at Fort Han Carlos and 
claim that ho lost hlo oyo in Corsica. Tho 
foregoing story has, howovor, boon consid- 
ered authentic, aud by reason of it Gonoral 
Martinez, tho grandson of Donna Bufaola, 
waa sufficiently popular to be elected pres- 
ident of the republic In 1867 by a grateful 
people.—Brooklyn Rnglo.

TURKEY'S RULER BREAKS FAITH 


WITH THE POWERS. 


Babrl Pitha, th« Initlgator of Many 


Atrocltlm, Appointed Military Com- 
liittudcr 
<ii .Aleppo—Fear* Tlimt Ho 


Will Kenxw the Mauarre*. 


Constantinople, Nov. 22.—Matters do 


not look as bright here as they did yes- 
terday. 
The professed determination 


of the sultan to act energetically in sup- 
pressing the disorders in Asia Minor 
had a decidedly good effect here and 
elsewhere, and 
the troubles which 


threatened to cause the disruption of 
the Turkish government were looked 
•ipon as almost ended. But a further 
jarring has occurred, and it is once 
more Bahri Pasha who Is the disturb- 
ing element. 
This notorious official 


made himself so conspicuous by his 
cruelty to Armenians and maladminis- 
tration of his district when Governor 
of Van that the British ambassador, 
Sir PhiJip Currie, insisted upon his re- 
moval. After considerable correspond- 
ence on the subject, and plain evidence 
of the pasha's unfltness for his position 
having been furnished to the sultan, 
the latter removed the pasha. Bahri, 
however brought the strongest influ- 
ence to bear upon Abdul Hamid, pro- 
tested his 
innocence of the charges 


brought against him, claimed that his 
removal was brought about by the in- 
trigues of the Armenians and eventu- 
ally he was not only forgiven, but was 
decorated with the Order of the Osman- 
ieh and complimented upon his efforts 
to suppress disorder.

RUMBLING OP THE TURKISH JUGGERNAUT STILL HEARD IN ARMENIA.

Bahri Pasha was to be appointed to 
command the large force of Turkish 
troops being concentrated at Marash 
for a movement upon Zeitoun, which is 
held by the Armenians, who had cap- 
tured the Turkish garrison, consisting 
of about four hundred men. This re- 
port raised such a storm of indignation 
in diplomatic and other circles here that 
the plan was abandoned, if, indeed, It 
had been formed. 


Now, 
however, the storm has burst 


again, for Bahri Pasha has been ap- 
pointed militaiy commander of the 
Aleppo district. The bad impression 
which this has produced can hardly be 
exaggerated, for the diplomats feel that 
it will be almost impossible to prevent 
him from pursuing the same tactics at 
Aleppo as he did at Van. Upon receiv- 
ing the news of Bahri Pasha's appoint- 
ment to the military command of Alep- 
po the representatives of the powers 
held a meting and joined in a note to 
the Turkish government saying that 
they cannot answere for the conse- 
quences which might ensue should the 
Armenians of Zeitoun be massacred 
after their surrender, which the Ar- 
menian patriarch, at the instance of the 
representatives of the powers, is en- 
deavoring to bring about in order to 
prevent further bloodshed. A dispatch 
received here from Aleppo sajs that the 
greatest alarm still prevails there. 


Hurried and frequent councils of the 


ministers are being held at the palace 
and some plain language is said to 
have been used by the su'tan. That a 
sweeping rout of the present cabinet 
is contemplated nobody doubts; Indeed, 
people are astonished that it did not 
take place when the sultan underwent 
his change of mind as a result of the j 
assembling of the foreign fleets. 


The British fleet is still at Salonlca, 


and the French and Italian fleets are at 
Smyrna, about 200 miles from Salonlca 
Smyrna and Salonica, however, 
are 


about an equal distance from the en- 
trance to the Dardanelles.

Constantinople, Nov. 22.—Matters do 


act look a« bright here as they did yes- 
terday. 
The professed determination 


of the sultan to act energetically iu sup- 
pressing the disorders in Asia Minor 
had a decidedly good effect here and 
elsewhere, and 
the trouble* 
which 


threatened to cause the disruption of 
the Turkish government were looked 
upon as almost ended. But a further 
jarring has occurred, and it is once 
more Bahri Pasha who is the disturb- 
ing element. 
This notorious official 


made himself so conspicuous by his 
cruelty to Armenians and maladminis- 
tration of his district when Governor 
of Van that the British ambassador.

Taken from Jail »'>d Strong to a Tree— 


KUchteen-Year-Old Boy Charged with 
the Triple Murder at BreviuTtUe, 
Ore.—Other Crime*. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Nov. 22.—Charles 


Kurd, tue negro who murdered Jasper 
D. Kelley, a young white man, ten days 
ago, was taken from the jail at Wart- 
burg and lynched at midnight Wed- 
nesday. A mob of £0o masked men gath- 
ered three miles from the jail and 
marched in fours to the prison. A de- 
mand was made on Jailer Langtry to 
"Open up." This he refused to do and 
the door was broken open w<»h a sledge 
hammer. When the mob was on the 
inside the jailer was forced to give up 
his keys. The negro was taken from his 
cell and a rope placed around his neck. 
He was dragged to an oak tree, 100 
yards distant, where he was swung up.

RUMBLING OF THE TURKISH JUGGERNAUT STILL HEARD IN ARMENIA.

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Bahri Pasha was to be appointed to 
command the large force of Turkish 
troops being concentrated at Marash 
for a movement upon Zeitoun, which is 
held by the Armenians, who had cap- 
tured the Turkish garrison, consisting 
of about four hundred men. This re- 
port raised such a storm of indignation 
in diplomatic and other circles here that 
the plan was abandoned, if, indeed, it 
had been formed. 


Now, however, the storm has burst 


again, for Bahri Pasha has been ap- 
pointed military commander of the 
Aleppo district. The bad impression 
which this has produced can hardly be 
exaggerated, for the diplomats feel that 
it will be almost impossible to prevent 
him from pursuing the same tactics at 
Aleppo as he did at Van. Upon receiv- 
ing the news of Bahri Pasha's appoint- 
ment to the military command of Alep- 
po the representatives of the powers 
held a meting and joined in a note to 
the Turkish government saying that 
they cannot answere for the conse- 
quences which might ensue should the 
Armenians of Zeitoun be massacred 
after their surrender, which the Ar- 
menian patriarch, at the instance of the 
representatives of the powers, is en- 
deavoring to bring about in order to 
prevent further bloodshed. A dispatch 
received here from Aleppo says that the 
greatest alarm still prevails there. 


Hurried and frequent councils of the 


ministers are being held at the palace 
and some plain language is said to 
have been used by the sultan. That a 
sweeping rout of the present cabinet 
is contemplated nobody doubts; indeed, 
people are astonished that it did not 
take place when the sultan underwent 
his change of mind as a result of the 
assembling of the foreign fleets. 


The British fleet Is still at Salonica, 


and the French and Italian fleets are at 
Smyrna, about 200 miles from Saloniea. 
Smyrna and Salonica, however, 
are 


about an equal distance from the en- 
trance to the Dardanelles. 


The United States minister, Alexan- 


der W. Terrc'.l, at the request of the 
American missionaries at Kbarput, has 
prevailed upon the Turkish government 
to telegraph orders to the Turkish 
commander there to furnish the mis- 
sionaries with an escort of troops to 
conduct thfm to the nearest point on 
the Blaek Sea coast, so that they may 
sail for this city. 


SllncrV Strike In lown ICniloil. 


Uoonc, Iowa, 
Nov. 22. — The coal 


miners' strike, which has lasted five 
weeks, was settled yesterday by a com- 
promise. The miners get 00 cents per 
ton, a raise of 10 cents. Most of the 
mines will commence work at once. 
About 1, 000 men were out.

Dr. Gray of this city is president of a 
committee of leading southern Baptists 
appointed at a meeting recently held in 
Macon, Ga.. looking to a general south- 
ern convention of Baptist Young Peo- 
ple's Unions, for the purpose of organ- 
izing a southern association of these 
unions distinct from the Young People's 
Baptist Union of America. At the last 
meeting of the latter organization, held 
in Washington in May, this question 
came up, but the convention did not 
look with favor upon the movement. It 
was then determined by the southern 
unions to take independent action and 
to form an organization which should 
act as an auxiliary to the southern Bap- 
tist convention. The new association 
will have a membership of 25.000.

times a millionaire. He was born in the 
Connellsville district of Pennsylvania 
in 1843 and has made bis way in life 
since he was 12 years old. 
He learned 


tbe blacksmith trade as a mere boy and 
went to the front as a member of tbe 
One Hundred and Fifth Ohio volunteer 
infantry when but 17. Even then he 
was of imposing height and was made 
a noncommissioned officer, although a 
stranger to every one in the regiment. 
At the battle of Perryville, Ky., he was 
eo conspicuous that he quite uninten- 
tionally stopped four Confederate bul- 
lets, one of which he carried 30 years 
and finally cut from his leg with a 
lance while an astounded surgeon stood 
by aud marveled at his pluck. 


Torreuce'8 wounds caused him to be 


honorably discharged from the service, 
but when Morgan raided Ohio Torrence 
was commander of one of the numerous 
bodies of troops which pursued and cap- 
tured him. After the war he became an 
expert on rebuilding and handling iron 
works and located in Chicago in 1869. 
He has made a fortune in steel works, 
railroads and other vast enterprises. 
One of his greatest successes is the Chi- 
cago Elevated Railway Terminal com- 
pany. During the anarchist riots he was 
in command of all the troops in Chi- 
cago. He is thoroughly at home in quell- 
ing disorder and has twice defeated a 
mob single handed, it is said.

Mr. Een Explains. 


EDITOH GAZETTE-— DEAK 


Having noticed a .statement in THE 
GAZETTE of last week in regard to a 
claim against the county that I had 
withdrawn, I would like to say a few 
words in explanation of the same. 
Instead of being for S too, it was for 
only about $300, and covered a period 
of nearly three years, and the reason 
such bills bad nut been presented in 
former years was because there was 
then no law providing for the reim- 
bursement of such expenses. 
At the 


session of the legislature in 1891, an 
act was passed providing for the al- 
lowance by county boards of the trav- 
eling expenses of county superinten- 
dents, actually incurred in attending 
to their duties as such, not to exceed 
$200 a year. 
Our county board had 


considered that it was optional with 
them whether or not to allow these 
expenses under the law, and so had 
never allowed me any of those ex- 
penses up to the time of the meeting 
of the board two years ago. At that 
time it was a fact that the county 
boards in nearly all of the counties of 
the state were allowing those expen- 
ses, and in a large proportion of them 
the full limit of $200 a year was 
granted. 
I accordingly asked our 


Board for an allowance at that time 
equal to about one-half of the limit 
that boards might allow under the 
said law. The board disallowed the 
claim because they considered they 
had power under the act to grant or 
withhold the allowance at pleasure. 
Some of the oldest attorneys in Stev- 
ens Point, sifter examining the law 
and authorities, gave it as their opin- 
ion at that time that the law wa< not 
optional with boards, and that if the 
bills for those expenses were correct, 
it was the duly of boards to allow 
them, and I was advised to get a de- 
cision from the courts as to the con- 
struction of the law in question. 
I 


accordingly took an appeal. 


Vp to the present time the county 


bad been put to no cost in the matter, 
and when T learned that the district 
attorney had asked the county board 
for an allowance to contest the law, I 
concluded to discontinue the proceed- 
ings, as I did not desire that the 
county should be put to any expense 
in the matter. I had also concluded 
that t did not want the allowance 
anyway, unless the board had felt 
free to grant it voluntarily. 
For 


those reasons I have withdrawn the 
claim.
